barrels a day. 
“ This means that we re going to 
have 
to 
have 
stronger, 
strict 
mandatory m easures?” asked Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis. 
“ Yes sir, and soon,” DiBona 
replied. DiBona said that among the 
“ very 
real 
possibilities” 
the 
administration was considering was 
a ban on Sunday driving He said 
that 25 per cent of all gasoline used 
in private cars is consumed on 


weekends. 
Among 
other 
proposals 
being 
considered are a ban on fuels for 
private boats and aircraft; closing 
public parks to automobiles; closing 
service stations on weekends; and 
blue laws to close all businesses on 
Sunday, he said 
Meanwhile Treasury 
Secretary 
George P. Shultz told a Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
subcommittee 
that the administration will “ have 
to take some sharp and decisive 
action” to cope with the energy 
shortage. 
Shultz, who said his “ instinct is 
against” gasoline rationing, said the 
United States was lucky the crisis 


had come now because imported 
fuel supplies are only 
a small 
portion of American energy needs. 
"I hope rationing 
will not be 
necessary,” 
Shultz 
said. 
“ My 
instinct 
is against 
it.. Rationing 
sounds like such an easy answer but 
it raises such serious problem s that 
I question whether it is a 
real 
answer. Nevertheless, the problem 
is such that we will have to tak e 
some sharp and decisive action.”

Cota adobe, ghost and all, 


up for sale again

For a price you get an authentic 
early California adobe, the ghost 
that hangs out in it, and a place 
where John Ford slept. The price: 
$135,000. 
You also get 22 acres of land on 
which sits horse raising facilities. 
Of 
course, 
the 
adobe 
is 
a 
restoration job, the ghost is alleged, 
and everyone may not know of Ford, 
the Hollywood movie director; but it 
is 
a 
historical 
monument, 
if 
unofficial, 
The Cota adobe, located on a high 
knoll above Mail Road, two miles off 
Highway 246, is again for sale and 
each time the price goes up, now 
selling for nearly twice the cost it 
did 20 years ago. Bohlinger Realtors 
in Santa Ynez have been engaged by 
Mrs. William Riggs, the present 
owner, 
to sell 
the 
135-year-old 


house. 
Tom Bohlinger said this week he 
is promoting the Cota adobe as a 
historical monument and a horse 
ranch, hoping to appeal to buyers 
inclined either way. Advertisements 
will soon appear in the realty 
section of the Wall Street Journal 
and in Thoroughbred Magazine. 
Bohlinger is now laying out a color 
brochure on the place. Doubtless, 
the ghost won’t be mentioned. But 
the present tenants, Roberta Blood 
and family, talk of him. 
According to Mrs. Riggs, the 
ghost likes to haunt the west side of 
the adobe house. Mrs. Blood has 
found this to be so. She notices that 
he opens and closes doors and walks 
up and down the sunken living room 
steps. 
Mrs. Blood’s young son Tom hears 
the ghost sigh at doors and shuffle 
around in the attic at night. 
“ It kinda spaces me out while I’m 


listening to it... but I don’t get bad 
vibrations from it,” he said. 


Although 
Mrs. 
Blood 
has 
convinced herself that the ghost, 
Francisco 
Cota, 
is 
basically 
friendly, John G. Silva, 539 South C 
St., 
thinks 
the 
ghost 
story 
preposterous. Silva was born in the 
Cota adobe in 1918. 


“ That (ghost story) is hogwash. I 
can’t conceive of anywhere a ghost 
could hide (in the house). The only

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield 
says key figures in the growing 
dispute over the resignation of 
former Attorney General Elliot L. 
Richardson should be called to 
testify on Capitol Hill “ pronto.” 
Mansfield said White House Chief 
of Staff Alexander M. Haig should 
be 
called 
before 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee 
to 
testify 
without executive 
privilege. 
He 
added that Richardson and former 
Special 
W atergate 
Prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox 
“ should also be 
called 
vefore 
the 
Judiciary 
Committee pronto.” 
M ansfield 
was 
interviewed 
Sunday on NBC’s “ Meet the P ress.” 
The dispute is over just what 
Richardson’s position was in the 
days leading up to last Oct. 20, when 
Cox was fired by the administration 
and Richardson resigned. 
President 
Nixon 
and 
Haig 
reportedly raised the issue in a 
series of Watergate briefings for 
members of Congress last week. 
According to accounts of some of 
the legislators, Nixon and Haig said 
that Richardson first agreed to the 
firing of Cox, then changed his mind.

accounts 
Richardson 
initially 
agreed 
to 
restrict Cox from seeking further 
presidential documents and then 
changed his mind. 
Time magazine reproduced what 
was said to be one of these White 
House exchanges, beginning when 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., asked

firing. 
Nixon, 
according to Time, asked Haig to 
respond, and Haig told the group 
that Richardson had originated the 
idea to halt all further efforts by Cox 
to seek documents through the 
courts.

“ That contradicts Elliot’s sworn 
testimony.”

Richardson has testified that he 
supported a proposed compromise 
plan to have Sen.

Doubters of nuclear plants alarmed

Though the possible menace of 
the atom is hardly as dominant a 
national topic as during the Cold 
War 40s and 50s, doubters of the 
safety assurances for the Diablo 
Canyon and other U.S. nuclear 
power facilities remain alarmed. 
For them, it’s been difficult to 
stop worrying and learn to trust the 
ECCS. 
The 
Emergency 
Core Cooling 
System is perhaps the most vital 
safety link in power plant design, 
engineered to preclude atomic pile 


meltdown and escape of radioactive 
substances 
through 
emergency 
water cooling in the unlikely event 
of a severing of the primary cooling 
loop. 


Pacific Gas and Electric’s Diablo 
Canyon facility, just north of Avila 
Beach in South San Luis Obispo 
County, 
relies upon an Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
approved 
ECCS, as do or will some 150 other 
working or immediately planned 
nuclear plants in the country. Utility 
and AEC spokesmen say the system 
is safe and effective and that a 
meltdown 
and 
ra d io ac ti ve 
contamination accident is minutely 


unlikely. 
The unconvinced, some of them 
nuclear physicists, ask how unlikely 
is unlikely enough when the cost of a 
serious radioactive spill could be an 
out-of-control 
contam ination, 
substantial loss of life and other 
radiation effects such as genetic 
damage. 
The ECCS, they hold, has never 
been conclusively proven adequate 
in either on-the-line operation or 
tests. 
The most frequently cited case of 
this was in 1970 in which the Aerojet 
Nuclear Company ran a series of 
ECCS experiments using a nine inch 
model reactor core to determine 


whether 
or 
not 
mathematical 
models could accurately predict the 
system s’ function. The model ECCS 
failed repeatedly, casting doubts on 
the 
efficacy 
of 
the 
use 
of 
mathematical models in predicting 
ECCS behavior in full-sized reactors 
and sending a shock wave through 
the nuclear community. 


A 1971 study, commissioned of the 
same company by the AEC, held 
that in several critical areas of the 
ECCS function, prediction of what 
would happen in a loss of coolant 
accident (LOCA) was “ beyond the 
present capability of engineering 
science.”

Council to consider 
resources study 


Another look at a local Environmental 
Resources Management Study will be a 
chief order of business tomorrow night 
when the Lompoc City Council deals with a 
light agenda m a regular meeting 
The session is public and will begin at 
7:30 p.m in the City Council Chambers at 
City Hall 
As detailed by a letter to the council 
submitted by Community Development 
Director 
Al 
Autry, 
the 
Resource 
Management Study, for which the city will 
match a $10,000 state grant, is a must if 
Lompoc 
is 
to 
comply 
with 
state 
conservation and planning law 
Each city' in the state. Autry outlined, 
must adopt as a planning resource, a 
general plan to include several mandatory 
elements, such as land use, conservation, 
open space, seismic safety, and housing. 
Cities without such elements woven into 
their general plans by June 30 of this year, 
he said, are in violation of state law and. 
even if the state took no action, would be 
open for anti development citizen suits 
based on the city’s failure to do the 
required studies. 
Funded through the California Council on 
Intergovernmental Relations, and to be 
completed with the input of planning 
consultants Wilsey and Ham of Pasadena, 
the RMS will fulfill for Lompoc the open 
space, seismic safety, public safety and 
conservation elements of the law, Autry 
detailed 
It will also, he said, do this 
cheaper and with less duplication than if all 
of 
these 
elements 
were 
studied 
individually. 


Under the study agreement the city has 
already agreed to, Autry said, a Technical 
Advisory Committee of from 10 to 20 local 
people is to be established to develop 
information in several disciplines (Realty. 
Environment, 
Archaeology, 
etc.) 
and 
funnel it to Wilsey and Ham, who will 
collate 
and 
digest 
it, 
returning 
recommendations 
and 
suggestions 
for 
areas of further study. The TAC is then to 
make recommendations and suggestions 
by the city council as the Resource 
Management Study of Lompoc 


The 
council 
will 
also 
appoint 
the 
members of the TAC, possibly naming 
some or all of them tomorrow night 
According to Autry, the agreement calls 
for the TAC to "represent a broad segment 
of the community to include the business

Since 
the 
completion 
of 
these 
experiments, the AEC has been embroiled 
in cycles of réévaluations of the ECCS, 
some of which have been approved of by 
dissenters within the agency itself and 
some of which have called for across-the- 
board operating power reductions at all 
U.S. plants. 


Some of 22,000 pages of testimony have 
been 
taken 
in ECCS 
hearings 
since 
January, 1972. Present standards for the 
system are thus referred to as ‘ interim 
criteria,” pending the outcome of the still 
ongoing debate. 


While continuing to study the system and 
revise criteria for its operation, the AEC is 
also conducting further experiments on the 
ECCS to eventually include test LOCA 
accidents in an actual though small, 
nuclear reactor at their Idaho Falls, Idaho 
test center. 
A basic engineering concern over the 
emergency system was described for the 
Record by an AEC engineer working on the 
Idaho Falls experiments 
The engineer 
refused to be identified publicly. 
“The big problem,” he said, "is that 
you’re creating so much heat (in the 
reactor core > that if you allow it to lose 
cooling for long enough, then it will flash 
(the emergency core cooling water) to 
steam and push the water away. 
This 
steam back pressure phenomenon was 
what foiled the ECCS in the 1970 model 


tests. 
Once the core can not be cooled, then, 
even with immediate lowering of the 
control rods, the stage is set for a core 
meltdown The AEC engineer estimated 
the critical lapse of cooling before the core 
could no longer be cooled as "in the few 
seconds range ’’ 


Utility and AEC spokesmen say that the 
.urrent work on the ECCS is predicated on 
a philosophy that "there’s always more you 
can learn ” Opponents, though, argue that 
the system is not presently capable of 
coming on the line before a LOCA has 
rendered the nuclear too hot to tolerate 
critical emergency cooling. 


One high energy physicist with outspoken 
doubts on nuclear safety is Dr. Henry W. 
Kendall of M I T. who lias been quoted as 
stating that, on the basis of the AEC’s state 
probabilities, with 150 operating nuclear 
power plants, we can expect to experience 
one serious LOCA somewhere in the 
country every seven years. 


Kendall cites testimony of Dr. George 
Lawson, a heat transfer expert from the 
Oakridge National Laboratory, that "any 
conclusions 
with 
respect 
to 
the 
effectiveness of the Emergency Core 
Cooling 
System 
is 
speculative 
and 
postulates that, given the growing number 
of total reactors in the U.S., there will 
likely be a catastrophic meltdown accident 
somewhere within a fairly short number of 
years, perhaps 10.

Turn-over of Nixon tapes begins this week 
Harcourt terminates 
quest for subdivision 


WASHINGTON (UPh The turnover of 
President Nixon s subpoenaed Watergate 
tapes and papers to the courts begins this 
week but it will be weeks before any 
evidence of wrongdoing they might contain 
will reach Watergate prosecutors. 
Nixon’s four-month fight to keep secret 
the materials officially is to end Tuesday 
when, under elaborate procedures worked 
out by White House lawyers, Watergate 
prosecutors and Chief U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica, Nixon must deliver to Sirica 
a “ written descriptive analysis and index” 


of subpoenaed materials to be given the 
court in weeks to come 


On Wednesday, a panel of technical 
experts picked by the White House and the 
prosecutors will begin listening to seven of 
Nixon’s 
tape-recorded 
conversations 
relating to the scandal for “ any evidence of 
tampering or alterations of the tape 
recordings.” 


The experts will be the first outsiders to 
hear the secret tapes since it was disclosed 
in testimony to the Senate Watergate 


committee last July 16 that Nixon's 
conversations were being taped 
“ The court understands that the tests 
and analyses, may require several weeks 
to complete, Sirica said Friday when he 
released the final timetable. “ At the 
conclusion of these procedures, panel 
members will be called to give expert 
testimony regarding the examination they 
have concluded 
Although Sirica will receive copies ot the 
tapes on Nov. 29. he will not get the 
originals to screen for probable submission 


to the Watergate grand jury until 
technical examination is finished 
the 


The White House aso has agreed to give 
him other subpoenaed materials —notes, 
memoranda and various other documents 
—on Nov 29 


It thus appeared unlikely that the 
Watergate grand jury, whose term has 
been voted extended by Congress, will be 


returning any indictments before the 
beginning of next year. 
Fuel crisis might 
halt nation's 
economic growth 


United Press International 
David Rockefeller, the head of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, warned Sunday that the fuel crisis could halt the 
nation's economic growth 
He also said it could mean an unemployment rate of over 
6 per cent and a 6 per cent drop in the rate of industrial 
production. 
In an interview on the ABC television network. 
Rockefeller, who heads the nation’s second largest bank 
(the largest is the Bank of America), said he favored 
gasoline rationing “ in the relatively near future 
The administration says unemployment is now 4.5 per 
cent 
Dixie Lee Ray, chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission Chairman, meanwhile said the nation is 
wasting oil and natural gas by using it to produce 
electricity. 
“ There is, I believe, a growing recognition that fossile 
fuel supplies are limited, that nuclear power can be* used to 
produce electricity," she said in an interview with U.S. 
News and World Report “ It is a waste to use either natural 
gas or oil to burn under a boiler to produce electricity 
when one has alternatives.” 
City officials in Pittsburg. Calif., have announced what 
they call a total mobilization to save fuel. Boy scouts have 
gone door to door to tell the town's 25,000 residents about it, 
city employes have cut their driving speeds to 50 miles an 
hour, and Mrs Ottavia Teslar turns off the exhaust fans at 
her pizzeria when business is slow 
Thermostats in city offices have already been ordered set 
at 65 degrees or less. 


Cota adobe— 


(Continued from Page 1) 
He added that he and his brothers lived in the adobe as 
children, sometimes staying in it alone at night, and never 
experienced supernatural phenomenon 
The Cota adobe, sometimes called the Santa Rose abode, 
was built around 1838 on the Santa Rose Rancho. Francisco 
Cota received the rancho as a 17,000 acre Mexican land 
grant. 
In 1868. Joseph W Cooper purchased the house and the 
Cota family moved to Santa Barbara M R. Silva, a 
Portugese immigrant, bought 222 acres of land in 1912, 
which included the Cota adobe, then no longer looking as 
magnificently as it did in earlier times. 
Corrugated iron replaced the red tile roof. Redwood 
leantos had been built against the outside walls as extra 
rooms. 
By 1938, Joe R Silva, John's father, took over the 
property from his father The adobe, shaped like a U with 
four foot thick walls, was abandoned from 1938 to 1948 In 
1948. Joe Silva began an on and off restoration project that 
took seven years and $32,000 to complete. 
Engineered by Joe and his wife, the Cota adobe was 
renovated with the help of his three sons and professional 
carpenters, cabinet makers, and tile layers. The leantos 
were torn out; new adobe and cement bricks replaced 
eroded adobe blocks. 
The roof was re-tiled and the well-worn wooden veranda 
was replaced with a cement one. Railroad ties served as 
new ceiling beams; the old beams were termite eaten. 
Finished in 1955, Mr. and Mrs. Silva lived in the adobe 
until 1962 when sold it to John Ford, who directed John 
Wayne in many cowboy movies. The Riggs purchased the 
Cota place in 1968 where they raised Arabian horses. 
Now, ghost or no ghost, it’s up for sale again as an 
historical monument or a 22-acre horse ranch with some 
uncommon features 


Price of firewood to go up 


Price of firewood this winter is “ expected to be higher 
than normal” due to the energy crisis, declared County 
Sealer of Weights and Measures James E. Wiley. 
Wiley issued a statement urging buyers to make sure 
they get full value, and sellers to make sure they give it if 
they expect to avoid prosecution. 
Wiley said his office investigates all claims of shortages 
on wood sales, and in a number of cases restitution has been 
made. He said it is important to know that a cord of wood, 
the standard measure, is four feet by four feet by eight feet. 
“ With wood quoted in some areas as high as $70 a cord, it 
makes good sense for the customer to be certain he is 
getting full measure for his money,” declared Wiley. 
Wiley said that deliveries of wood in excess of one-eighth 
cord must be accompanied by a vill or voucher certifying to 
the amount of wood sold, name and address of seller, and 
date of sale.

. Mentors, coaches, parents, elders, 
some mourners, some celebrants, 
the men at the bar after the big 
game set up their glasses like 
shrines. 
And somewhere in the 
cigarette haze above their wildly 
gesticulating 
but 
football-less 
hands, the dominant forms of this 
game, repeating that of others, 
before and to come, magically take 
life: 


Kevin Drake fades back to pass, 
connecting with Dan Ellertson in the 
endzone. But now it seems more 
than just that. The pass takes on the 
aura of a supreme moment, just as 
when, in the noisy dim, the tall 
Black man again pirouettes out of 
an ankle tackle in his backfield, 
shucks 
off 
another

at 
scrimmage 
and 
finally 
breaks 
through with what now glimmers as 
that one, fine, prodigal explosion of 
youth. 
But the men of the post-game pub 
have 
already 
thrown 
the 
real 
touchdown passes of their lives, 
made those youthful end runs to 
glory to launch whatever pursuit, 
exploits that are secure as in 
scrapbooks, pressed between the 
pages of the years of their lives - 
secure and dry as a 1939 rose. 
Somehow the rest seems a footnote. 


For them the physical glory of the 
game has faded into, perhaps, the 
bloodless 
prudence 
of 
the 
boardroom, the torture of the swivel 
chair 
More than just a game, 
football could be a distillation of the 
emotional bylaws of our culture, a 
recurring drama of a man’s best 
effort in his flushest years. So it is 
observed here, after the big game, 
by successful and happy men who 
are nonetheless as in a wintry 
column on that long middle age 
withdrawl from the high grounds of 
idealism, the same ones their sons 
and friends' sons had just tried. 


And only now, as they replay the 
contest like a legend, does it seem 
obvious that it’s the going, not the 
getting there, that’s got to be good. 


Another round, please, call the 
men who are now sitting at life as 
they are at the solid, democratic 
bar. And somewhere in the smoky 
elf light, 
the 
middle 
distance 
between the bobbing red faces and 
the golden glasses of draft, glowing 
like souls, the players seem to move 
in slow motion, spiking up the turf 
like thoroughbreds. Tony Grossi and 
a phalanx of Blue blockers glide 
with their arms extended around 
right end; Dave Barthel pumps 
slowly through a great highway in 
the line to bury his pads in a 
quarterback's chest; Tim Davis 
slowly falls, but only to slide in the 
endzone’s glorious mud. 


But the men at the bar are 
uncomfortably clean, like boys with 
strict mothers. And the solvent of 
alcohol has stripped down the layers 
of their identity. Now, at bottom, 
they're no longer the parents, the 
mentors, the elders, but just a poor 
damn bunch of guys who didn’t get 
to play.

Barber wins 
first and last 
Marathon open

Chunky, balding Miller Barber, the 
“ Mr. X ” of pro golf for years, has 
finally put a record on the ledger 
that’s likely to stand a long, long 
time. 
Barber's record is pocketing the 
biggest 
chunk 
of 
money — 
$100,000—that any golfer ever won 
for a single event. Ironically, the 
record 
will 
stand 
because 
the 
marathon eight-round format that 
brought him the money has been 
crossed off as a failure. 


This year, the World Open Golf 
Cham pionship 
lasted 
144 
holes and had a purse of $500,000. 
Next year, plans call for a standard 
72 holes and a purse of about 
$300,000, with $75,000 going to the 
victor, still the richest event on the 
tour. 


If this year's tourney, which wound 
up Saturday, had gone only 72 holes, 
Gibby Gilbert would be the man 
putting $100,000 in the bank today 
instead of Barber. 
But Gilbert 
finished in a five-way tie for 15th 
place after 144 holes, good for only 
$5,812. If it had ended after six 
rounds, as some have suggested, 
young tour sophomore Tom Watson 
would have the $100,000, but he 
wound up in a tie for fourth with 
$17,000. 


Barber would have deen seventh if 
the tourney ended at 72 holes, a s lid 
finish such as he’s had time after 
time in 16 years on the PGA tour but 
nowhere near the money and the 
glamour associated with copping 
golf’s richest prize. 


Mangrum dead 


A PPLE VALLEY, Calif. (U PI) - 
Lloyd Mangrum, who along with

at his home. He was 59.

With the score tied 13-13, Jim Turner kicked a 46-yard 
field goal which bounced over the crossbar to give 
Denver a 16-13 lead and Charley Johnson sealed the win 
when he threw two yards to tight end Riley Odoms late in 
the game. Floyd Little also had a 10-yard TD run for the 
Broncos, now unbeaten in their last six games, while 
Terry Hanratty provided the lone Steeler TD with a 42- 
yard pass to Ron Shanklin. 
Maurice Tyler recovered two fumbles for Denver to 
set up Turner’s 32-yard field goal and Johnson’s TD pass.

Arkansas had been promised a 
bid to the Peach Bowl if it beat Southern 
Methodist, but the best the Razorbacks 
could do was a 7-7 tie and the backers of the 
bowl said “ no thanks ’’ 
The Peach Bowl committee, in fact, is 
willing to wait until next weekend to find a 
suitable opponent for Maryland, which was 
named Saturday after beating Clemson.

Miami of Ohio, winner of the Mid­

Those two titles 
will be decided Saturday when top-ranked 
Ohio State meets fourth-ranked Michigan 
for the Big Ten crown and eighth-ranked 
UCLA takes on ninth ranked Southern Cali­ 
fornia for the Pac Eight championship 
The other bowl pairings are: 
Cotton-Texas vs. Nebraska; Sugar 
Alabama vs. Notre Dame; Orange—Penn 
State vs. 
LSU; 
Gator-Tennessee vs 
Texas Tech; Liberty—North Carolina State 
vs. Kansas; Astro-Bluebonnet — Houston 
vs. Tulane; and Sun- Missouri vs Auburn. 
In addition to deciding the remaining 
bowl participants, this week’s key games 
could decide the U PI national cham­ 
pionship and help settle the confusion 
surrounding the Heisman Trophy voting 
Ohio State, which walloped Iowa, 55-13, 
on Saturday, can wrap up the UPI Board of 
Coaches national championship with a 
victory over Michigan.

Momentum gain 


Last week downtown merchants and 
property owners voiced an expression of 
enthusiasm 
over 
plans

revitalization. It is a great momentum for 
a great project that must not be lost.

Farmers and shortage 


While 
fuel 
rationing 
may 
not 
present the frightening spectre to 
Californians that it does to those in 
other parts of the country 
not 
blessed 
with 
moderate 
clim ate, 
there are other aspects to it which 
may be far more damaging than 
individual discomfort. 


At 
the 
moment 
the 
average 
Californian is thinking mostly in 
term s of how the shortage may 
interfere 
with 
the 
pleasures 
of 
motoring or the inconveniences it 
will cause in getting around. 


But 
the 
impact 
of 
the 
fuel 
shortage and the attempts of the 
federal government to cope with it 
has already come home to those who 
produce, process and distribute the 
food supply. 


As Secretary of Agriculture and 
Services, Jam es G. Stearns, has 
pointed out, if farm ers don't fuel for 
their 
equipment, 
California 
will 
have a serious food shortage next 
year. 


That can mean only one thing. 
Soaring food prices in an already 
highly inflated economy. And that 
leads to all kinds of other problems, 
demands for wage increases being 
only one. 


Stearns said the fuel problems of 


the farm ers started with the federal 
imposition of allocations. He said 
the decision to use last year’s fuel 
consumption as a base for farm 
allocations was improper. 


“ In the first place, last year was a 
bad year to use as a standard. 
Because of heavy rains the farm ers 
couldn't work and weren’t able to 
use their normal fuel consumption. 


But there is more to it than that. 
Stearns said the fuel allocations 
relate to diesel fuel which makes the 
farm ers' plight all the more critical. 


“ That’s because there has been a 
tre m e n d o u s 
c h a n g e o v e r 
in 
equipment from gasoline powered to 
diesel engines. Many farm ers are 
now 
finding 
themselves 
in 
the 
position of having no base for diesel 
fuel allocations since last year they 
were using gasoline.” 
“ Besides,” Stearns said, “ there is 
no such thing as a ‘typical year' in 
California agriculture upon which to 
base a standard. Crop rotations, 
weather, the m arkets, and many 
other 
factors 
influence 
planting 
patterns 
and 
make 
each 
year 
different.” 
What could happen if the fuel 
m ess isn’t remedied could be an 
im balance of 
farm 
productivity. 
Crops which 
require heavy fuel 
supplies for planting and cultivating 
and harvesting may be replaced 
with other types of crops not as 
badly needed but not requiring much

In an effort to m ake the program 
of allocation workable and bring 
relief to the farm ers who are now 
facing disaster, state officials are 
imploring the federal government 
for changes. 


Wesley G. Bruer, form er head of 
the state’s division of mines, has 
been assigned the task of serving as 
the Energy Policy Commission co­ 
ordinator. Bruer is considered a 
highly capable person.

If more money could buy a larger 
national gasoline supply - which it 
can’t - then the m arket price of gas 
would float to a higher supply-and- 
demand level and distribution would

“classic” free m arket method. But 
for a while to come, no reasonable 


amount of money will be enough to 
buy a larger national petroleum 
supply. 
So, the intent of the 40 cent per 
gallon price hike would only be to 
artificially depress the m arket for 
gasoline - to convince people to use 
less of 
it. 
The m easure would 
doubtless be effective, but only by 
making the resource less available 
to the less affluent and poor while 
autom atically hoarding it for the 
rich. 
With the per gallon tax in effect, 
for example, an elem entary school 
teacher, say, would either have to 
cut his motoring by a little under a 
half or sacrifice other desires and 
needs in order to be able to afford to 
motor as he chooses. 
No doubt 
constant reminders of the energy 


crisis 
in 
nationally 
broadcast 
speeches would periodically reinstill 
a sense that, as he pedals or hoofs it 
to work, the teacher is making a 
noble sacrifice for the national good. 
But no such sacrifice would be 
asked of the wealthy. For even if the 
price of gas was jacked up to $4 a 
gallon, we may rest assured that 
individuals like Bebe Rebozo would 
still 
have the coins to fuel an 
armored division in a drive from 
Key Biscayne to Whittier, and do it 
at only trifling sacrifice. 
The per gallon gas tax IS gas 
rationing, 
but 
the 
regressive, 
“ privilege by paycheck” type 
It 
would call upon only the middle 
class and poor, for whom the added 
expense would be a significant slice 
of the budget, to bear up under their 
country’s dilemma. 
Of 
course, 
there 
have 
to 
be 
privileges attached to wealth and 
success, or no one would consider 
them working and inventing toward. 
But with the across the board 
gasoline tax, Rebozo, for example, 
could very credibly be “rationed” 
more of the limited amount of fuel 
to operate his Chris Craft than the 
teacher would be allotted, say, to

Allow the price of 
gas to rise naturally, as it will, but 
also 
ration 
quantities 
of 
gas 
equitably 
to everyone at a fair 
market 
price. 
Those 
who 
are 
wealthier will always be able to 
afford more, but when there is a 
very limited supply of a critical 
resource, wealth alone is a poor and 
abusive standard for its distribution. 
And to make gasoline twice as 
expensive as it needs to be is to 
establish just such a standard.
